be collected, coute qu'il coute, from every mercenary ſtate that will ſup- 
ply them; it may not be improper to call the attention of the public 
to a propoſal that will ſtrengthen the hands of government, and enable 
thoſe who have the conduct of the war, proſperouſly to conclude what 

they have ſo juſtly (but fo unfortunately) begun, without a fatal depend- 
| ance on foreigners, 


"Theſe are the objects of this publication; which, if attended to, will 
not only repair, in point of numbers, the loſs of that brave army, which 
has fallen a ſacrifice to innumerable hardſhips and dangers, but will fave 
vaſt ſums to the ſtate, in the two articles of foreign auxiliaries and the

The regiment of Hanau, 
conſiſting of 668 men, ſhall be the proof of this aſſertion ; the expence 
1s calculated for three years, on the ſuppoſition, that at the expiration of 
that t term the regiment may be returned to Heſſe.

Our ſol- 
diers, our plans too, it is ſaid, —are foreign! Our ſucceſs has been that

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Let Parliament adopt the plan for England, which ſhall be imme- 
diately propoſed let it call on the children of the ſtate ; let it regulate, 


on principles of utility and ceconomy, its overgrown and expenſive 
militia, and an armed force of 49,000 men, under officers, pro- 


feſnonally ſoldiers, will ſtart up from the bowels of England, to regain her 
honour and aſſert her rights. Until the ſubjects of this kingdom are 
put on an exact equality with foreigners as to terms, and until the effica- 
cy of the plan for parochial draughis has been tried, it is uncandid, it is 

unjuſt, it is an impoſition on the underſtanding of the public, to aſſert 
| that men cannot be had at home. Let Highland chieftans be ſubſidized, 
and the barren mountains of Scotland will teem with excellent ſoldiers; 
grant harmleſs indulgences to oppreſſed Iriſh Roman-Catholics, and they 
will fight with zeal againſt puritans; let*adminiſtration, rouſed by the 
calamity of their country, attempt theſe things, and men will be found, as 
brave, as vigilant as Germans. The plea of neceſſity will then be juſti- 

tiable, when thele attempts, after every exertion, after ſtraining every 
nerve to give them the deſired ſuccels, ſhall have failed. 8 


Had the Author of this plan a thouſand lives, he would hazard them 
all for its ſucceſs ; and pledge his little reſponſibility, that by theſe means 
45,000 ſubjects of the realm might be in arms before Midſummer 1778, 


in addition to the forces already voted by Parliament. 


In this ſituation, collected within lb ae ien mti me 


ſources, the combined powers of Europe could not ſhake the firm baſis 
of this iſle: ſuch an armament would enforce reſpect abroad, give credit 
to adminiſtration at home, and tend more to the reconciliation or 
reduction of America, than volumes of manifeſto's from our military 
commiſſioners,

It is not meant to ſwell this introduction with an enumeration of the 
collateral benefits ariſing from this ſcheme : that of keeping at home, 
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for the 1 ſuch vaſt ſums as have gone to Germany in levy money. 
douceurs and ſubſidies (other terms for levy money) is too obvious not 
to ſtrike every conſiderer of this plan: but there is one not quite ſo evi- 
dent, which I ſhall juſt mention; it may render the lower claſs of the 
people more induſtrious. The apprehenſions of expoſing their children 
to this call, may effect what ſhame and advice cannot. If it ſhould have 
this conſequence, the country gentlemen will doubly reap the benefit of 
this propoſal, by a decreafing land-tax and poor's-rate; ſo that the 
utility, œcoOmy, and efficacy of this plan will be felt by the nation as

If this great ſaving in the outſet of i war, has not ſufficient weight 
to induce adminiſtration to ꝛdopt this plan, perhaps the annual ſaving 


which it will introduce, may waken its attention, to an object ſo deferving 
of their ſerious conſideration. 


It is evident that the yearly ſupply of recruics which may be drawn 
from 9,248 pariſhes, will cauſe an annual diſcharge from the army, 
(compleated out of the 27,000 men which they are ſuppoſed to contain) 0 
of foldiers ſlill in the vigour of life, and perfectly diſciplined. With 
' theſe men, diſcharged according to ſeniority of age and ſervice, it is 
propoſed annually to compleat a militia of 20, ooo men, drafted from | 
the preſent milicia, and compoſed of its beſt trained men, in time of 
peace; allowing cloathing at the rate of 30s. 405. per annum in ready Bo 
money, and ts. pet day to each private for 21 days, whilſt re = 
for the purpoſes of being muſtered, paid, cloathed and exerciſed ; to 
each corporal cloathing at the ſame rate, 3/. per annum, and 154. per a 
day when affembled; and to each ſerjeant 184 per day, 41. per annum. 
and cloathing at the rate of 505. each. In time of war the militia to be 
kept compleat by draughts from the pariſhes out of the married eleves 
or exempted batchelors above thirty, as in that period no men fit for 1 
ſervice will, probably, be diſcharged from the army. By this eſtabliſh- 
ment the army will be a nurſery for the militia, and'the militia a com- 
fortable retreat from the army ; whereas at preſent, by the prohibition 
to inliſt ſubſtitutes, the militia is a drawback to the army, and for 
want of a regulation, ſuch as the one propoſed, the expence of ſuper- 
annuated Chelſea penſioners is a vaſt burden on government; an article 
which would be greatly diminiſhed by entertaining only young men from 
fixteen to thirty in the ſervice, diſcharging them in rotation whilſt in the 
prime of life, either into the militia, as a reward for their good beha- 
viour, or into the body of the people, whilit by their induſtry they are 
** to earn cheir bread; and receiving for the future on the Chelſea liſt

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only thoſe who are diſabled in the ſervice. A militia thus conſtituted, 


and which in the courſe of a few years would be entirely compoſed of 
men thoroughly diſciplined, might, on the plan I ſhall immediately pro- 
poſe, be maintained at the expence of 109,927/. 10s. in the time of 
peace, and of 260,345].

Theſe ſums, when added to the diminution of the Chelſea outpen- 
 ſioners eſtimate, which in 1769 amounted to 123, 4230. 48. 7d. and upon 
an average of the 14 years ſince the peace, to 113,000), per annum, 
well deſerve the inſpection of parliament; as, without exaggerating, 
by the means of the plan ſuggeſted, and allowing one half for men diſ- 
abled in the ſervice, a farther ſaving of 6 1,500/. might be made without 
cruelty or ingratitude on the part of the public, as the average charge

By this plan alſo, the whole expence of a "mentions half- -pay li 
would, for the future, be prevented ; as upon every augmentation of the

loſs the public ſuſtains from theſe inviſible drains, yet the ſums are by no 
means inconſiderable, which are through theſe channels drawn from the

be ſent out of the kingdom, nor drafted for foreign ſervice, The major 
of each diſtrict to ſuperintend the diſcipline, cloathing and muſtering of 
the mii.
